Bobbed of All Flapdoodle, How Would 


Free Coinage Affect Labor? 


Will the remonetizatior. of silver help 


or hurt labor? That depends on whether 
it will promote or hiader production. 
If the remonetization of silver will pro- 
mote, production, it will benefit labor. 
On the contrary, if it will impede or 
lessen production, it vrill injure labor, 
for in the final analysis the wages oJ 
labor are the share which labor gets of 
-wbafc is produced. 


If 70,000,000 people produce but $14,- 


600,000,000 worth of products in a year, 
that would give to each, if evenly di- 
vided, §200 worth and uo more, and if 
some got more others would get less. If, 
however, the same population produced 
|31,000,000,000 worth of products, each 
would have $300 worth. That is, any 
people can divide what they produce. 
and they can divide no more unless one 
takes froza another what he had bcforp. 


It is clear, then, that the more we 


produce the inoro all can have, aud as 
wages in the end are the Jaborer'ssiisre 
of what is produced his real wages will 
increase as production iucruasea. The 
vital question then is, Will the remone- 
tization of silver, by promoting indus- 
trial enterprise, iucreuse production? 
There are hardly two "ides to this ques- 
tion. That the retuouetizanon of silver 
will increase money supply uo uiio will 
deny. That the increase of _ money sup- 
ply will stop the fall of prices, and if 
the supply be sufficient will raise prices, 
no economist will dispute. With stable 
prices, well directed industrial enter- 
prise is safe; with rising prices, all iu- 
dustrips are stimulated. Hnmo, the his- 
torian, said years ago: "We find that 
in every kingdom into which money be- 
gins tcrflow in greater abundance than 
formerly everything takes a new face. 
Labor and industry gam life, the mer- 
chant becomes more enterprising, the 
manufacturer more diligent aud skill- 
ful, and even the farmer follows his 
plow with greater alacrity and atten- 
tion." This has often ocen quoted as 
not only cue of the accepted facts of his- 
tory, but one of the truths of economic 
science. 


Seventy millions of peoples with the 


best educated brains of any pt ople in the 
world and with hands skilled to the use 
of the most intricate machinery, making 
a greater use of the powers of steam CMC 
electricity than any other people, ough 
to produce at least $300 per capita per 
annum. But it is donbtful if we have 
produced $200 per capita the last yea 
or in any recent year. Prices have been 
falling, rnoufty rising, enterprise ha 
been put in constant peril and produo 
tion greatly retarded. With money snp 
ply sufficient to sustain prices and sup 
port productive witerprise the procluc 
tiou of wealth would undoubtedly l> 
largely iucreas-etl.

Com- 
binations may resist inroads npon wages 
for a time, bnt cannot do so long. Lar- 
ger and larger numbers will be forced 
! into idleness, and idle men, are not only 
' dangerous competitors, bnt while idle 


they cannot buy what others produce. 


In order to be able to buy one must 


have something to sell—labor or its 


! products. If a man earns bnt 50 cents a 


day, ho cannot buy what another pro- 
duces at $2 a day. 
He can only buy a 


fourth part of it 
It is doubtful if, at 


prest at prices of farm products-, the- en- 
tire Agricultural classes—7,000,000 faru- 
ii],.s—earn, on the avwjgi-, more than 
50 cents a day for each laborer.

After resting 80 minutes 
she started once more and accomplished 
the second 102 miles in 9 hours and 45 
minutes, making the entire 204 inilea 
in 17 hours and 85 minutes. This was 
done entirely for her own gratification 
and pleasure, yet Mrs. Ehinehart made 
a complete registration of her arrivals 
and departures. If her feat were to be 
questioned, she could produce the neces- 
sary affidavits. She recently rode nine 
miles, from Laramie to Red Buttes, 
Wy., up hill all the way, in 39 min- 
utes. She carried the packet for that 
stage in the relay race across the conti- 
nent.

Rhinehart's record is one that is 


not equaled by many male bicyclists, 
and probably by no lady rider in the 
country. She rides purely for pleasure. 
She has never cured to break any record 
and has refused to enter contests. She 
is an easy, graceful ridsr, averaging IS 
miles nn hour, coming out fresh and 
siitired at the end of H-ins that few 
could endure. Her fastest riding is al- 
ways done near the finish.
